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Anything Can Happen 


As the present special session of Parlia- 
ment continues, Canadians cannot help but 
be impressed by the fact that almost any- 
thing can happen in a political way. 

Since, however, all Canadians are in- 
finitely more interested in the welfare of 
our troops overseas, which appears, so far 
as reinforcements are concerned, to have 
been secured by the measures taken, the 
political crisis has not aroused so much 
alarm as it ordinarily would have done, 

Nevertheless it must be admitted that 
the present lack of political security in Can- 
ada is disturbing. 

It is clear, now, that Prime Minister 
Mackenzie King made two major mistakes 
since and before the development of the 
crisis. The first mistake was in refusing to 
implement Bill 80 at the very moment such 
a step was seriously advocated by Colonel 
Ralston. Had he done so at once, even 
Quebec would likely have accepted the 
situation as one rendered inevitable by the 
facts. 

But the Prime Minister questioned Col- 
onel Ralston's facts. He vigorously opposed 
conscription in any form. All he accomp- 
lished by this stand was to put doubts in 
Quebec's mind and to give Quebec isolation- 
ists material for a protest which might then 
have passed off as a mild objection but 
which has now grown into a minor revolt. 

Thus, the Prime Minister has now put 
himself in the impossible position of trying 
to convince Quebec of facts which he him- 
self earlier denied, 

Mr. King’s second mistake was in replac- 
ing Colonel Ralston with a man who had 
been out of touch with affairs on the battle- 
fronts for a year and who had, moreover, 
left his command under the disability of ill- 
ness and incompatibility. General Me- 
Naughton, whose incapacity had been so 
widely advertised, was expected to bolster 
up the Prime Minister’s case with only a 
fraction of the facts possessed by Colonel 
Ralston. In other words a half truth was 
expected to overcome a whole truth. 

rhe task was patently impossible. And 
subsequent events have revealed the extent 
of its impossibility. 

Today Mr. King finds himself the gen- 
eral target for complaint. The French- 
Canadians whose agitation he himself help- 
ed to stir up, by his failure to act promptly, 
declare he has gone over wholly to con- 
scription. Hundreds of thousands of others 
in Canada who believe that conscription, 
imposing equal duties and responsibilities 
on everyone, is the only democratic method 
of waging a war, feel that Mr. King is still 
dodging the issue and that the plan he and 
General McNaughton have proposed in the 
House is only an evasion. 

Nevertheless, a majority of the people 
of Canada and doubtless a majority in the 
House of Commons will feel that the im- 
mediate purposes of the overseas reinforce- 
ments situation have been served and that 
to oppose Mr. King at this juncture will 
merely lend support to the political rebel- 
lion of Quebec.

Keep The Streets Safe 


The season of slippery streets has ar-

France Will Have a Voice 


France's provisional Government has 
been invited to become the fourth member 
of the European Advisory Commission. 
This body, hitherto representing the Uni- 
ted States, Russia and Great Britain, is to 
formulate terms to be dictated to Germany 
when it surenders, and to outline a plan for 
the post-war treatment of that country. 

While France is at present unable to 
contribute in proportion to the military 
strength and the general war effort of the 
Allies, it is in this crippled condition be- 
cause of war injuries. Its associates have 
rightly decided that it shall not be penalized 
for having suffered at the hands of the 
enemy, by being denied a place on the Com- 
mission to which it would otherwise be en- 
titled as a matter of course, 

No country is more vitally concerned 
than France in the measures to be taken 
to eliminate the menace of future a re TreS- 
sion from Germany, and none has better 
right to a voice in deciding what terms shall 
be imposed upon the Reich when it lays 
down its arms. For France these are mat- 
ters of life and death, 

Moreover—if history means anything— 
the Allies will need the advice and the in- 
fluence of men representing French na- 
tional sentiment and interests when the 
time for settlement comes, Clemenceau was 
the ope man at Versailles who took no stock

The Rhine, Next Stop? 


The battle around and among the Sieg- 
fried defences is the Battle of Germany. 
The enemy understand that thoroughly, 
and they are fighting like men who know 
there is no other line in the rear where they 
could make a stand with equal advantages. 

But they are losing ground, and are in 
prospect of losing it faster. Strasbourg is 
in Allied hands. Its fall penned five to ten 
German divisions in the Vosges mountains 
to the west, and compromises as well the 
enemy's position in the Saar basin, 

It is there and on the approaches to Col- 
ogne toethe north that the issue must be 
decided. If the Saar and Cologne cannot be 
held, the enemy will have to evacuate the 
whole Rhineland area and leave the “im- 
pregnable” Siegfried fortresses to the Al- 
lies. 

Commentators are Suggesting that it 
may be a matter of days only until von 
Rundstedt will have to order a general re- 
treat to the Rhine. This may be setting the 
date too early. Otherwise the prediction 
seems reasonable, Allied pressure is mount- 
ing, and will go on mounting. If the rains 
let up or the mud freezes, allowing the Al- 
lies full use of their superior armament, the 
Rhine may become the battle line well be- 
fore Christmas.

The federal council of Switzerland has 
gone on record in very plain language, in 
reply to Allied inquiries as to whether 
neutral states propose to give asylum to 
war criminals, Switzerland, the statement 
says, will not open her doors to those who 
have violated the laws of war or to persons 
whose conduct has been “irreconcilable to 
the fundamental traditions of right and 
humanity”.

Related at Missionary Conference 


Russia has emerged from pugq- 
nacia into a religious life. From 
an unsatisfactory experience of 
their religion, communism came, 
that not only turned people away 
from it at the inception of its 
regime, but definitely passed a 
law to educate a new generation 
into the life of religiousness, and 
approving of atheism, instead of 
any religion that would acknowl- 
edge supremacy of God, accord- 
ing to the Rev. M. Billester, speak- 
ing to a well attended congrega- 
tion in First Baptist Church Sat- 
urday afternoon, for the World 
Missionary conference. 

The speaker went on to say they 
completely failed and Stalin was 
forced to acknowledge the fact two 
and a half years ago. Russian people 
are just as religious now as before 
up to 80 or 90 per cent of them, 
therefore they have been given a 
comparative freedom, not a com 
plete religious freedom, but free- 
dom of worship, 


EDMONTON SPEAKER 

The Rev. A. Cunningham, a na- 
tive of Edmonton, speaking on 
South America, said, “The key to 


the missionary problem is in the 
hand of God, and that key is 
prayer.” 


He said Brazil being the largest 
of its republics, is said to have 
more unexplored territory than the 
whole continent of Africa, Some 
explorers have forced their way 
into the vast interior, following the 
course of the main rivers. Others 
who have entered the jungle depths 
have been killed by the wild Indi- 
ans who roam those jungles. It was 
to the wild Indians in these forest 
reaches said Mr. Cunningham, that 
his heart was turned in response 
to the great commission and com 
mand of the Lord. 


Informal religious gatherings 
were held. The Indians seated 
with clubs, guns, etc. beside 


them, the speaker said. They took 
great interest in singing and love 
music, Three years later 25 Indian 
boys sat in Sunday school, clean 
and clothed with shining faces, 
repeating the Lord's Prayer, 
Apostles Creed and scripture 
verses, in their own dialect. 
Mrs. F, T. Schwalbe a missionary 
from Alaska, told of the beginning 


of Moravian missions. In 1732 two 
young men left their homes in

Indies to carry the Gospel to the 
negro slaves, so consecrated were 
they that they were willing if need 
be to sell themselves into slavery.

Your Baby 
And Mine 


By MYRTLE MEYER ELDRED 


One of the reasons a bottle-fed 
baby seefis so much better fed 
than a breast-fed one is that the 


mother can see what she is feeding 
|him. She knows if he imbibes six 
founces. She can only guess how 
much he gels when he drains the 
breast. 

A Reader wonders if it pos 
sible to keep a nursing baby on a 
schedule, “I don't know the amount 
he takes and if it will be sufficient 
until the next time.” 


If you don’t know, the baby 
does and he'll soon let you know 
in no uncertain way if he is hun- 
gry before the next feeding. The 
gain in weight is always a highly 
accurate indicator of the baby’s 
nutrition, You can weigh the 
baby before and after nursing 
and tell quite well what he. has 
imbibed from you. You can weigh 
him once a week at the same 
hour and in the same garments 

or lack of them—and keep a 
record of these weight changes. 
They will dramatically represent, 
over a month’s time, exactly what 
is happening to your baby. If he 
is gaining much less than he 
should be expected to gain at his 
age, then you may be sure he is 
not getting his full allotment of 
nourishment. 

Usually if a baby is well fed he 
is quite content to wait four hours 
between uursings, after he has 
gone through a short period of 
three-hour nursings. If he is al- 
ways awake and squalling two or 
two and one-half hours after he 
has eaten then he needs more food,

You may be able to provide this 
yourself by nursing the baby on 
both breasts. It may be that he is 


old enough for additional foods and 


if he had those would be able to 
get along on what you are able to 
supply. It may be that he should 


have some supplementary milk for 
mula. This would allow him to get 
all the nutrition you are capable 
of furnishing and then have his 
nutritional needs satisfied by a for- 
mula 

But regular feedings, on some 
schedule that is pleasing to the 
baby, is as essential with breast- 
fed as bottle-fed babies. The 
breasts function better and the 
baby’s digestion, also, if meals 
come at harmonious intervals in- 
stead of just when the baby wails 
for food,
